"The United Bute* goTemment itaelf flaed wagea hi tMa eaa 

Laboring men, in other words, wcrf sii<l(l« Mly mmlc to work at wiiK' s 
fixed by law. Theoretically, it might be a line thing to have Uncle 
Sam flz one 'a wagea. Bnt the arerage man wonld Nke to hare aome- 
thiag to say himself ref(ar<liiip tlii> amount of wagos ho is willinir I0 
work for. If Uncle Sam ia to fix wages, he may fix them at a low 
figure iaataad of a high one. What would the toborfaiff man do in 
that caseT The unions could not oppose tho act of rticlc Sum willioiit 
placing themaelvea in the attitude of lawbreakers. No onion or net 
of vttlotia flonld afAnd to oppooe the law of the land. 

"Capitiil is shrewd, persistent, and inflnentinl in ImkIi plaees. 
Will it not immediately seiae the advantage by inducing legislators to 
flz wagea 1^ lawt Then the sitnation wonld he thia: Congreaa and 

the labor unions would be direel antagonists. Which one would wir 
in caae Congreaa and labor should become involved in a struggle T 

' 'Far-aigfated lahor leaden do net want wagea Used hy law. The> 
see the pitfall for labor. They sec that capital eould licit tlicin in the 
game of appealing to Congreaa. They realize that law-made wages 
mean indoatrial aenrltade. Lahor wonld he foned to aeeept aneli 
wages or quit. To striite would be n crime, punishable by fin<' an'l 
imprisonment. That is the inevitable outcome of a system of lav,- 
made wag«a. 

"The first attempt to fix wages by law i'cs\iltcd in a victory for 
the railroad brotherhoods. Would not the second attempt result in ;i 
Tietory for eapital as againat lahorf Who ean guarantee that a m-i- 
jority in Cotigress will always vote on the side of lalior' ft is siiid 
the brotherhoods secured the law by making a threat. Capital can 
threaten, too. A threat hgr eqiital to ekwe down faetoriea might 

frighten Congress into redoeillg wages during' liiird times. The ro- 
duced wage scale wouid not he merely the whim of eapital. to b" 
oppoaed hjr labor if it did not antrore. It wonld be tho law of th>- 
land, wjdeh labor would disobey at its peril. An individual might 
quite work if he wished, but any eoncerted action by labor unioii.- 
might be treated aa a Criminal eonapiraey. These are the pomiMtitii>^ 
inherent in any system of fixing wages by law. Therefore, thoughtful 
laboring men oppose the plan, uiul .still wtiuk to the better plan of coi- 
leotire bargaining through eonferenee, oonailiatioa, and arbitration. 
They will help to fix their own wagea, in other worda, rather than 
leave the deciaion to Congnaa." 

TO MFPT POm 

The Democratic national campaign methods have reached tho 

"dippy" stage when they declare, even by inference, that the el^e- 
tion of -Mr. Hiigiies w<Mil<i plunge the United Statea into war. 

It is to he regretted thitt the President ia reaponaihie for a de- 
claration to that efTeet, a declaration which, although skillfully 
phrased, is an indication that even the occupant of the White House 
does not hesitate to descend to a point of miarepreaentation whieh is 
so thoroughly absurd that it ahould be reaeated aoTerely by thorn 
against whom it is directed. 

But Mr. Wilson ia loaing no opportunity, hewoTer oat of Joirt 
with reason, to make a case against AT r. Hughes. 

"Did you ever hear a more preposterous proposition to preaent 
to menf " queries Mr. Hughes to hia audience aa the deaparato Moan- 
ing of the President's worda ia contemplated by him. 

"I am a man of peace, I have been spending uiy life in main 
taining the institutions of peace. I desire in that way to promotr 
international peace. Who can think without horror of the nivaires 
of war f Who can desire war! I don't desire war. I do not desire 
petty wars. I believe in correct policies. They will keep OS out of 
war. The aort of thing we have been having will not keep us out ol 
war. It will embroil us in difficulty. It did embroil us in <iifti< ultv in 
Mexico." 

Than Mr. Hughea proceeds to review the story of the Wilson ad 
mialttratiea and ita relations with Mexico. Mr. Hughes keeps within 
the confinea of facts when he refers to the lives of the American 
aoVdiera aaerifieed within the post few mouths in Mexico; of the raid.s 
auda in tha United Statea by banda of marauding Mexioana; of the 
great miatake made by the WUaon administration in oaadiBf ita^roops 
into Masioo without the oonapt of the provisional government. This 
a«t resohed in an armed elaaiif between the troops of the two eountrier. 
Then followed the defeat of the American soldiers, the killing of 1 
number of them, a oonfiiet for whieh thia country: hoa no redress, be 
oanae Mr. Wllaon violated the terma of the treaty between this coun 
try and Mexico in sending troops into the land of a foreign nation 
under circumstanoea whieh anablad that country to reaiat tbam aae- 
aMMflriljr, leaving the IWtad Slatca without raaonrae. 

Tho President haa had occasion to say within the past few days 
that reason still eziata far tha prawMa of traapa m tha Mauaan 
border. 

That is undoubtedly true. The reason for the neeeoaity for oor 
troops on the border line between the two nationa ia haaanaa a man 
•f the vaaBlathiff habita of Mr. Wflaon ia in the White House.
